SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled photograph, also known as Folder One Number 103/28, is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The photograph promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual 
purposes. The photograph depicts a naked child crawling up a dirt track. The child is 
depicted in such a manner as to make her genitals the focal point of the image. The 
focus on genitals appears deliberate. Such a focus indicates that the image is 
intended to sexually arouse the viewer. The photograph promotes and supports the 
exploitation of children for sexual purposes by presenting this child as a legitimate 
subject for adult sexual arousal. 

This photograph is one of 49 photographs referred to the Classification Office under a 
court order. The photographs are of a similar nature, depicting two girls, either alone 
or together, in various states of undress. 

In determining the classification of this particular photograph, weighting was given to 
submissions made by both the informant and the parents of the young girls who are 
the subjects of the photographs. 

These submissions contend that each individual photograph should be considered in 
the context of the collection of which it is a part. They contend that this collection has 
a sexual purpose, being a record of children naked and in various states of dress and 
undress. The parents of the children further state that they had no knowledge of the 
photographs being taken. This adds weighting to the fact that the photographs should 
be considered as exploitative. 

In that it focuses on the genitals of a child in such a manner as to indicate its purpose 
is sexual titillation, and in that it is part of a collection of images which appears 
intended to be used for the purpose of sexual arousal, this publication is considered to 
promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 
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
